5]. and not lefs than 50s. for every hogihead.”

HOUSE OF COMMONS, Thzar/day, April 27. 

[In our laft, we’ brought down the proceedings in the Moufe of Com- 
mons,: on Thurfday laft, till eleven.o’clock at night, when our corre- 
fpondent left the Houle. The following is the conclufion of that 
night’s bnfinefs. } 

The Houfe then moved for a third reading of the bill for laying a tax 
en all legacies, not bequefted from immediate relations.

Sir Philp Fennings Clerke alfo oppofed this motion, on the fame 
gruand he had the other, and moved, that the third reading of the bill 
fhould be put off for three weeks. ‘ 


Sir Cecil Wray feconded the motion, 
_ Lord Fakn Cavendifh took motive of the diftrefs to which this conntiy 
is reduced by the Aaxrican war, aud {aid he would give bis oppofition to 
the granting money tothe men who had-been conductors of ft. Gentle- 
men, his Lordthip faid, had been fo aecultomed to graat fapplies, in 
whatever fituation we ftood, that no one ‘expected they would every be 
refuted. He trufted, however, they would ou the prefent ogeafion ; tor 
in refufing the fupplies, it did not imply that the Houfé wotld not fup- 


port Government, but that the prefent fet of Minifters were obnoxious, 
and ought to be removed; and this, his Lordthip (aid, was generally 
the cafe when the fupplies wert ~efnied., 

General Conway faid he was yery forry he mutt, on the prefent que- 
ftion, ‘differ from them he withed to aé with: for he could not think 
of withholding the fupplies neceflary for Government. Formerly, in- 
deed, the fupplies were called the King's fupplies ; but now the Patlia- 
ment’s: He therefore could not but ditfer from the motion. With re- 
fpect to his political principles, he was independent. / He could not 
pPprove of the Minifters; but he thought it his duty to fipport Govern- 
ment. 

Mr Fox faid, if the Houfe could not, at anytime, decline, ‘with 
propriety, granting any fupplies,. they were of no manner of ule whate- 
ver to their conftituents; and he thonld be glad to know of the Hon. 
Gentleman who fpoke laft, if the American war might not have beea 
prevented, had thé Houfe refufed fupplies at that time; and if he would 
not have been happy in that cafe ? With refpeét te the prefent bill, he 
thougit it far from unfair to fufpend it, or the fopplies in general ; be- 
caufe the army extraordinariés, amounting to three millions, were only 
to be confidered on Wednefday next; fo granting the fapplies immedia- 
tely, was giving away money before the fervice for which it was to be 
applied had been difcuffed. 

Lord George Gordon feverely animadverted on what-had fallen from 
the Hon. Gentleman who had fpoken la{t but one, and complained very 
much that there was a want of {pirit in the people, and that it was ne- 
ceflary for them to fpport and ftand by their friends in the Houfe before 
they could expedt to be ferved. 

Mr Burke reprefented the bill as of a very dangerous nature, as it went 
to reduce great landed eftates. He inftanced the. Norfolk family to thew 
the bad effeét this bill would Wave had upen theireftates, had it been in 
force, as the three laft Dukes were all of them. froma collateral line. 

Many other gentlemen fpoke, and along converfation.of a very de- 
fultory kind took place, after which the Houfe divided, when there ap- 
peared for the queftion 124, and againft it 211,in contequence of which 
the bill was read a third time, and paffed. 

‘Sir Foleph Mawbey charged Lord North with having impofed a new 
tax on the public, without the confent of Parliament; and in proof of 
this affertion, faid, that either the noble Lord in.the blue ribbon, or 
fome other Minifter, had given to Mr ———, of the Poft-Office, an 
exclufive right to fend news-papers into the country ; in confequence of 
which all the clerks of the roads were forced to buy their papers of him, 
and he charged them a farthing profit upon each; fuch gentlemen there- 
fore who lived in the country, and had papers fnt from, the Poft-Of- 
fice, paid more for them than if they were ferved by a newfman or 


Lord North being then called upon to acquaint the Houfe, whether 
he intended to go into a difcuffion of the bill, for appointing a commil- 
fion of accounts, 

Sir William Meredith withed the Houfe might, 


bate it till before the committee ; but Sir Witham, upon.underftanding 
that thé conmiffioners were to be named upon the fegond reading of the 
bill, he declared himfelf for an immedi#te adjournment, not only of 
account of the latenefs of the hour, near ten o’clock; but alfo from the 
illnefs of the Miniter. ’ 

Lord North (who was ftill very lame with the gout) thanked the ho- 
nourable gentleman for the concern he fhewed for him, but faid the 
Houfe had no occafion to adjourn on his account. 

Mr Fames Luttrell called the attention of the Howfe to the impor- 
tance of the bill for appointing 4 commiffiow of accounts, which was in 
faét a perpetual injunction to all future enquiries into the expenditure of 
public money, and hoped another day would be appointed for debating 
it, when gentleens minds were not fatigued. 

Col. Barre faid he had no objeétion to going into the bofinefs, but 
thought a frefh day would be better forit. oe 

Mr Dunning was alfo of the fame opinion. ges 

Lord North {tated the difficulty he was under, as he could not, in 
cafe of adjourning it, find an open day till the latterend of next week. 

After a great deal of converfation, and the fuggeltion of many expe- 
dients, it was mutually agreed on by both fides of the Honfe, that the 
bill for appointing a comimiiffion of acedunts thould precede Mc Dunning’s 
motion on Monday next. 

Mr Turzer charged the oppofition with neglecting the imprefs bill the 
preceding day, which hé pronounced a moft horrid, cruel, and oppref- 
five law; and faid, unlefs the public were better treated, he would, if 
no one elfe would, put himfelf at the head of the people, and ftand by 
them till they fhould have juftice done them as well as great and rich 
men. °

This day, in the Houfe of Commons, Lord Beauchamp moved the 
claufe fuggefted to hint yelterday by Mr Luttrell, for indemnifying the 
officers of men of war who thould capture any Grenada veffels, The 
claufe was admitted, tacked to the bill, and the bill was read ‘a third 
time, when it was immediately fent up to the Lords. 

The order of the day for committing Mr Burke’s Civil-zftublifhment 
bill-was next read: The Speaker left the chair, and the Houfe having 
refolved itfelf intoa Committee, Mr Elwes took the chair, — 

Mr Burke then moved for the abolition of the offices of Matter of 
the Great Wardrobe, Mafter of the ‘Robes, the Jewel-office, &e. &c. 
He faid, he had imagined that houfe-keepers of palaces were never ap- 
pointed but to palaces that really exifted—palaces of brick and ftone, 
He was, however, miftaken ; for it was clear, by certain appyintments, 
that there were fuch things as Futopian palaces—perfectly immaterial 
buildings. He had looked into the Bed Book, and there he had feen 
fuch'a phalanx of petticoat-houfekeepers to palaces, that he did not dare 
to think of abolithing their places, particulatly as thefe honfekeepers 

were Ladies of the firft families in the kingdom; and becaule he did 
not think it improper that. employments (hould be given to women of 
high birth... Buta letter he had received from an unknown cartefpond- 
ent, at Havreford-Weft, in South Wales, had pointéd out to him a male - 
houfekeeper to his Majefty’s palace of Whitehall, worth 6001. a-year, 
toaMrFohn Mammers. Looking into the Red Book, he found that name 
under thofe of the Ladies before alluded to, which he had overlooked, 
or miftaken for Foan Manners, on a fappofition that all the houftkeep- 
ers in that lift were females. Now, as to the palace of Whiteball, he 
confeffed he could not tell where to find it. In Privy Gardens, indeed, 
there were niany fine houfes, but not one Palace. He had entered the 
Chapel, ‘and there he had feen fome fine muditiés of Sir Peter Paul Rus

- alf been prefénted tohis Majeity from the Iland of Barbadoes; com- 
plaining of great want of feveval necetiaries,in confequence of a bad crop 
and praying relief. ‘The King accordiogly caufed 30,0901. to be expend- 
éd for their relief. Part of the money had fince been repaid, but part 
remained (till, and ever would remain unpaid. Antigua had afterwards 
petitioned for fimilar relief, and 16,000 |. worth of goods had been fent 
to the inhabitants. ‘They afterwards drew on the Treafury for 20,000 1. 
and, as they were ii diftreis, it -was thought proper not to dilhonour 
the bills.

* and he'was happy to inform the Houfe, that he hoped an eftablifhment 
forthe Prince of Wales would be defrayed from the civil litt without 
any more affiftance from Parliament. 

If Minifters had not food forth, and offered to the public a part 
of the civil lift; towards defraying the expences of the war, after the 
example of Queen Anne, it was becaufe the civil bit would not bear-it. 
Traat Queen gave up 100,0001.'to the people, for the purpofes of the 

‘war, and'gained great popularity from the aét: But, after the. royal

Extraét of a Letter from Major-General Pattifon to Iord George Ger- 
main, dated NewsYork, February 2%. 1730. 
HE intenfe froft, accompanied with great falls of fnow, which be- 
gan here about the nriddle of December, thut up the navigation 
of this port from the fea, within a few days after Admiral Arbuthnot's 
Aicet, with the troops under the Commander itv Chief, had taken its de- 
patture from Sandy Hook. ‘The féverity of the weather encreafed to 
that degree, that towards the middle of Januaty all communications with 
this city by water, were entively cutoff, and as Many new ones opened 
by the ice. We could fearcely. be faid to be in ‘an infilar ftate. The 
paflage™ of the North River, even ‘in the wideft part from hence to 
Paulus’ Hook (2090 yards} was about the 1gth practicable for the hea- 
vieft. cannon,, ay event unknown itvthe mentory 6f man’; and very foon 
atter provifions were tranfperted upon fleighs, and detachments of ca- 
valry marched from New York to Staten Ifland (11 miics; upon the ice. 
‘The. Eaft River to Brooklyn om Long Ifand was alfa, tor many days, 
blocked up, y 

Thus cireumftanced, my Lord, this city was laid open ‘oh many fides 
to an attack from an enterprizing. enemy y atid notwithftanding the un- 
fuccefsful attempt they made uppn StatermthandGn' the Y4th January, it 
was neverthelets {trongly tcportid that General Wathington was medi- 
tating a great, ftroke upon ‘New-York with his whole force, by different 
attacks; and although the undertaking sould, perhaps. have been too 
daring and unwarcantable, yet the repeated intelligence we reccived of 
the many preparations they were making for that purpofe, forbid the 
abfolute difbelief of fuch a plan's being under contemplation: ‘Therefore 

+ having received in, Novenvber, Jatt an addrefs, figned by. the principal 
inhabitants, in behalf of themfcives and fellow-citizens, to put them- 
felves in, military array, I thought it a favourable oceafion of putting the 
fincerity of. thelr profeflions to the teft, and of adding in the prefent 
inftance to the fceurity of the city and garrifon, Which the Commander 
an Chicf was pleafed to honour me withthe care and command of, as 
as well as eftablithing in future fuch an internal defenee, as to make a 
garrifon of lefs frength fafficient in general for its protection. I condilt- 
ed with General ‘Tryon upon the expediency of this meafure, and, as 
he entirely concurred in, my opinion, [did not,,befitate (having taken 
the fenfe too of fome of the principal citizens) to iflue a proclamation, 
calling upon all, the male inhabitant, from the age of feventeen te fix- 
tyyto-ombady and take arms. The cheerfulac% and alacrity with which 
it was univertally complied, exceeded all expectation; and, in the {pace 
of feven days after the proclamation, je had the pleafive to fee forty 
companies, from the fix wards of the city, enrolled, officered, and. un- 
der arms, to the aumber_of 2660, many of the molt refpeétable citizens 
ferying in the ranks of each company. Above goo purchafed arms.at 
their own expence, and the whole were delirous of doing the fame, if 
there had beca a tofficient number of firelocks in town for fale ; but that 
not being the cafe, it was neeeffary to fasply the deficiency from the 
King’s ftores. I ordered them howeyer to be iffued as a loan, and u- 
pon condition of cach Captain's becoming refponfible, under his hand, 
to the ftorekeeper, for returning to him, when called upon, the num- 
ber he received, or to pay thirty-fix fhillings for each ftand of arms, if 
required. The officers appointed to thefé companies are .all perfons of 
known well-afitéted principles. < 

The laudable fpirit and arndonr being happily raifed, quickly diffufed 
itflf amongft all orders of men.— The feveral public departments vied 
with each other who fhould be moft forward in offering me their fervices 
as volunteers. I readily accepted their offers, and formed them into 
companies accordingly.. The old volunteer’companies likewife augment- 
ed their numbers, and in a very few days I reviewed them all together 
under arnis, moft of them clothed in uniform at theif own expence. 
General Knyphaufen, General tvon, and all the Genefal officers, were 
prefent, ‘and expret’ed the highett fatisfaétion at fo refpeétable a body 
of men., The return, which J have the honour to inclote, will thew your 
Lordthip the uember of thefe new.aflociated companies, with the effec- 
tives ofeach. I have befides received a memorial from fifty gentlemen 
of the city, offering to form themfelves into’ a troop of cavalry, to 
mount, clothe, and arm themélves at their own expency, and to ferve, 
if called upon, either on York or Long Ifland. 

The very meritorious and.diftinguifhed zeal which the officers of the 
Royal Navy have teftifed upon this fingular o¢rafion, demands my mott 
grateful acknowledgments. ‘The feveral Captains, Edgar, Brenton, Of- 
borne, Ardefoif, and Aplin, whofe fhips were faft locked up, perfonally 
offered me their fervices, to aét with all their feamen on fhore; and 
Captain Howe of the Thames, as commanding the whole, fignified to 
me officially by letter, the defire of all the officers to ferve under my or- 
ders, as Commandant, in any manner they could be moft ufeful. Thefe 
handfome offers were moft graterully embraced, and a‘ circular redoubt, 
near the Eaft River, with 8 twelve-pounders and one nine-pounder, was 
made over to their charge; and, as a-compliment due, it was immedi- 
ately calledthe Royal Navy Redoubt. ‘The number of ‘fearmen, about 
350, were divided inte ten companies, each commanded by a Lieute- 
nant of amanof war, Two of them have mounted daily in this re- 
doubt, and were to, be reinforced by five more, incafe of an alarm. 
The other three companics were then to repair to a-polt, the moft fuit- 
able. for them, upon a height covering the King’s Dock-yard, which 
was alfo to be defended by ‘the company formed from the artificers of 
the yard, under the command of the Naval Storekeeper, as Captain.

A LTHOUGH I haye not any thing particularly interefting to inform 

the Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty of, yet I fhould thitk 
it improper to fuer a pacquet:to depart from this port without defiring 
you to acquaint their Lotdihips, that I left’ Vice-Admiral Arbuthnot, off 
Charleftown Bar, the 8tlrinftant, his flag on board his Majefty’s thip the” 
Roebuck. We had in company the Renown, Romulus, Blonde, Per- 
feus, Camilla, and Ralcigh,. all prepared to pafs the Bar that morning, 
had not a fog prevented it. ‘The Richmond arrived two days hefore, off 
Tybee, with a convoy. ‘The tran{ports were moving from North Edi- 
fto, where they landed the troops, to Stono; when | left it the troops 
were on James’s Ifland: 

The rebel frigates within the Bar were placed, viz. the Bricole, Pro- 
vidence, Bofton, Ranger, with two gallies off Sullivan's Mand, ‘four o- 
thers, and three gallics off the town. I arrived here, with his, Majetty’s 
fhip under my command, the arft inft. being direéted by the Vice-admi- 
ral to take on me the command of this port. 

My joining the Admiral off Steno from ‘Tybee but jaft before he mo- 
ved towards Charleftown Bar, and my immediate departure from thence 
to come here, would not allow me to give their Lordthips any further 
particulars refpecting the operations intended to be castied on. 








From the New-Yorx« Royal Gazette. 

New-York, March 25. By the fchooner Fincaftle, which 
left St Chriftopher’s on the 8th inft. we have the following’ 
intelligence : 

Bajjaterre, Fan. 27. An account from Antigua, by @ 
gentleman whofe veracity may be depended on, hye, that 
the Savage floop of war had arrived at Englifh harbour, 
with an exprefs to Admiral Parker from Commodore Col- 
lingwood, acquainting him that his fquadron had cut two 
French line of battle thips from off the land of Martinico, 
and that the Trident was then fo near as to be firing her 
bow chace at one of them. 

Feb. 16.. Commodore Collingwood, in the Grafton, cha- 
fed two brigs afhore at Martinique, and they were burnt by 
the boats: our people were much galled by a battery of two 
18 pounders, which was perceived by the thips of the Com- 
modore’s divifion, on which they ran in, filenced it, went 
on fhore, and fpiked up the cannon. The Grafton, we hear, 
had rf men killed, and 16 wounded. 

New-York, March 27. His Majeity’s thip Galatea, Capt. 
Read, after a cruize of only fix days, has taken the follow- 
ing prizes, viz. thip George of 16 guns, and 63 men, from 
St Enuftatia to Philadelphia, arrived. Brig Recovery, of ro 
guns, and 30 men, from ditto to ditto, arrived. Privateer 
floop Beaver, of 12 guns and go men, fram New London. 
Privateer fhip Recovery, 16 guns and 120 men, from ditto, 
arrived. 

In thefe three days Capt. Read has taken 303 prifoners, 
two letters of marque, and two of the moft famous privateers 
Jonathan was poffefled of, carrying in all 54 guns; the Bea- 
ver was left full of prifoners, under the care of the Retalia- 
tion, and may be expected in every hour. 

Yelterday arrived a {chooner from Virginia for Bofton, 
laden with naval ftores, and a floop with fugar; both of 
thefe veffels were taken by the Retaliation, formerly Cun- 
ningham’s cutter, commanded by Lieut. William Skinner. 

By advices received in the brig Jack, Captain Burchell, 
in 28 days from Tortoia, we are informed that his Majefty’s 
fhip Venus, of 36 guns, commanded by Captain James Fer-: 
gufon, after having been completely copper-bottomed, ‘felt 
in with, and took the French man of war V’Iphigene, com- 
matnded by Captain Kerfaine, one of the fpeedielt: failing 
by and far the mot fuccefsful eruizer in the whole French 
navy. She was carried into Antigua ; and it was reported 
at Tortola, by a gentleman juft anived from St Chrilto- 
pher’s, that a French 74 gun fhip was alfo taken and fent 
into Antigua. 

Some perfons (landed from the fhip Thomas Capt. M‘Al- 
lifter, who arrived at Sandy-Hook jak Wednefday in fix 
weeks from Barbadoes, and is not yet arrived in town) re- 
port, that the nine fail of French ftorefhips and two frigatesy 
mentioned to have beea taken by Admiral.
